Money SUITS THE ENVOYS. 


Filipino Commissioners Impressed 


by the American Scheme. 


UNABLE TO INDORSE OFFICIALLY. 


Schurman’s Message Outlining the 
Situation Pleases the Administra- 
tion—Differences Between Amer- 

icans of Little Moment. 


Manila, May 24.—The Filipino com- 
missioners spent the day at the resi- 
dence of the American commissioners. 
They discussed every point of the 
scheme of government and the peace 
proclamation details, asking for in- 
formation as to what personal rights 
would be guaranteed them. 

Col. Charles Denby, of the American 
commission, explained that they would 
be the same as under the United States 
constitution. The Filipinos also de- 
sired information as to the school sys- 
tem to be established, and approved of 
the American policy of the separation 
of church and state. They chiefly ob- 
jected to the scheme on the ground 
that it gave them personal liberty, 
which they knew they would have, but 
did not give them political liberty. 

Finally the Filipinos said they were 
personally pleased with the plan, but 
could not indorse it officially. 

Gen. Otis, from ante-bellum experi- 
ence, and owing to’the Filipinos’ fond- 
ness for discussion, has maintained the 
attitude he assumed with the first com- 
mission. He has had no offer to make 
the Filipinos save that they lay down 
their arms without terms. The army 
believes that if we intend to remain in 
the Philippine islands, it will be cheap- 
er in the long run to whip the insur- 
gents so thoroughly that they will be 
glad of the opportunity to surrender, 
rather than to parley with them and 
make terms which they would construe 
as a compromise. The army is also of 
the opiniop’that while the first course 
may cost more men and more money in 
the beginning than the latter, it will 
prove an effectual damper upon future 
insurrection, whereas, if the war is 
ended by a compromise, the profession- 
al revolutionists among the Tagals may 
be encouraged to try again in a few 
years. 

Prof. Schurman Optimistic. 

Prof. Schurman, speaking of the com- 
mission’s policy, said: { 

“I believe force was necessary, be- 
cause they thought us weakling and 
cowards; but I believe, also, that con- 
ciliation should accompany force. My 
endeavor has been ever since I ‘came 
here to exercise conciliation.” 

The professor is most optimistic as to 
the results of the negotiations, and be- 
lieves the scheme of government pro- 
posed by the United States commission 
will ultimately be adopted. 

Surrenders Unconditionally. 

Rosario, a Filipino congressman, 
wealthy resident of Manila, and for- 
merly Aguinaldo’s commissary gen- 
eral, accompanied by an insurgent cap- 
tain, called upon Maj. Gen. Otis Tuesday 
and announced that “We desire to sur- 
render our persons and property into 
the hands of the Americans.” _ 

The surrender was arranged by Chap- 
lain. Pierce, of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment, who knew Rosario before the 
war. Rosario corresponded in cipher 
with Gen. Luna, so he has been closely 
watched by the officials at Tarlac since 
the insurrection has been weakening. 
Rosario only escaped by persuading 
Gen. Luna to send him on a secret mis- 
sion to Manila for the purpose of col- 
lecting funds. With the captain, ten 
men and their families, Rosario traveled 
at night through the swamps and 
mountains, passed the lines of both 
armies, and entered Manila Monday 
evening. He has been liberated on pa- 
role. 

Aguinaldo Fears Luna, 

According to the story told by Ro- 
sario, Gen. Luna is absolute dictator 
and Aguinaldo fears him. Every Fili- 
pino leader, it is added, suspects the 
others of treachery. 

The recent meeting of the Filipino 
congress was to secure a new cabinet, 
and the question of peace was not for- 
mally considered, as the members feared 
Ger. Luna’s displeasure. The Filipino 
government was unable to secure a sec- 
retary of the treasury. All those who

Time was required, however, to make a 
summary and prepare copies, and these 
will be given out to-day. The report 
covers about 15 typewritten pages, and 
brings the subject up to about six 
weeks ago. 
Arouses Deep Interest. 

Washington, May 24.—The indication 
clearly set out in the news dispatches 
from Manila of a division of opinion 
among the United States commission- 
ers as to the beSt method of dealing 
with the insurgents-at this critical 
stage has aroused deep interest here. 
Nothing was Been at the state de- 
partment Tuesday from President 
Schurman, of the commission, and in 
Gen. Otis’ dispatches to Secretary Al- 
ger, or at least all of them made public, 
there is no reference to any dissatis- 
faction on his part with the attitude 
of the civilian members of the commis- 
sion. It is regarded as perhaps a mis- 
fortune that this phase of the situa- 
tion was not reached before Admiral 
Dewey, by leaving Manila for home, lost 
to the commission the benefit of his ex- 
serience and sound judgment. It is 
realized here that much tact is required 
at tbis juncture in order, while avoid- 
ing extreme measures with the Fili- 


pinos, not to fall into the much graver 


error of losing the expensively-bought 
fruits of the victories of the American 
army and navy. The war department 
is inclined to support Gen. Otis, not 
only because of his connection with the 
war, but also on the ground that his 
longer experience with the insurgents 
better fits him to understand the native 
character. However, the president is 
giving the matter his close personal at- 
tention, assisted not only by Secretary 
Hay, who is directly responsible for 
the instructions given to the commis- 
sion, but by all of the members of the 
cabinet, and a proper outcome of the 
little difference may be expected.

The Skies Clear,

cation parades, down Pennsylvania av- 
enue, around the treasury and in front 
of the white house grounds, where a 
large reviewing stand, gracefully dec- 
orated with bunting, had been erected. 
The three squares extending from the 
state, war and navy to the treasury 
building had been transformed into a 
court of honor. On each side classic 
columns were reared, and two broad 
arches spanned by festooned flags and 
bunting marked the entrance and exit 
to the court. The public benches along 
the avenue at this point were black with 
people and the surrounding parks were 
thronged. 

The president, members of the cab- 
inet and their wives, ambassadors and 
foreign ministers with their attaches, 
Gen. Miles and ‘his staff and many prom- 
inent people in public and private life 
occupied the reviewing stand. The en- 
thusiasm was great as the parade 
passed through the court of honor. 
Cheers and applause greeted favorite 
organizations. 

Cheered by the Marchers, 

The president and Secretaries Hay 
and Gage, who stood on a small plat- 
form jutting from the stand, were re- 
peatedly and tumultuously applauded 
as they uneovered each time the Ameri- 
ean colgrs trooped by. Gen. Wheeler 
was accorded the largest demonstra- 
tion. In full uniform he rode in a car- 
riage. He was everywhere cheered. As 
he reached the reviewing stand he arose 
and saluted the president. The people 
wentgwild. Another interesting and 
significant incident was the cheering 
of Sousa’s new march, “Hands Across 
the Sea.” One of the bands struck up 
this stirring air as the reviewing stand 
was reached. The applause 
greeted it was started by the diplomats, 
spread through the stand and broke in 
a roar of cheers along the whole length 
of the court of honor. The parade was 
three-quarters of an hour passing the 
reviewing party. 

Great Pyrotechnie Display.

Pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley and most of 
the members of the cabinet, with the 
ladies of the families, occupied vantage 
seats, and were interested spectators 
of the exhibition. 

There were many special electrical 
devices on business houses, while the 
court of honor, stretching along Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in front of the Presi- 
dent’s house, formed an object of much 
interest to thousands of spectators. 
The great centerpieces were handsome- 
ly illuminated and decorated, as was 
also the grand stand, from which the 
president and his cabinet viewed the 
parade in the day.

Gen. Otis, from ante-bellum experi- 
ence, and owing to’ the Filipinos’ fond- 
ness for discussion, has maintained the 
attitude he assumed with the first com- 
mission. He has had no offer to make 
the Filipinos save that they lay down 
their arms without terms. The army 
believes that if we intend to remain in 
the Philippine islands, it will be cheap- 
er in the long run to whip the insur- 
gents so thoroughly that they will be 
glad of the opportunity to surrender, 
rather than to parley with them and 
make terms which they would construe 
as a compromise. The army is also of 
the opiniom’that while the first course 
may cost more men and more money in 
the beginning than the latter, it will 
prove an effectual damper upon future 
insurrection, whereas, if the war is 
ended by a compromise, the profession- 
al revolutionists among the Tagals may 
be encouraged to try again in a few 
years. 

Prof. Schurman Optimistic. 

Prof. Schurman, speaking of the com- 
mission’s policy, said: | 

“I believe force was necessary, be- 
cause they thought us weaklings and 
cowards; but I believe, also, that con- 
ciliation should accompany force. My 
endeavor has been ever since I ‘came 
here to exercise conciliation.” 

The professor is most optimistic as to 
the results of the negotiations, and be- 
lieves the scheme of government pro- 
posed by the United States commission 
will ultimately be adopted. 

Surrenders Unconditionally. 

Rosario, a Filipino congressman, 
wealthy resident of Manila, and for- 
merly Aguinaldos commissary gen- 
eral, accompanied by an insurgent cap- 
tain, called upon Maj. Gen. Otis Tuesday 
and announced that “We desire to sur- 
render our persons and property into 
the hands of the Americans.” 

The surrender was arranged by Chap- 
lain Pierce, of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment, who knew Rosario before the 
war. 
with Gen. Luna, so he has been closely 
watched by the officials at Tarlac since 
the insurrection has been weakening. 
Rosario only escaped by persuading 
Gen. Luna to send him on a secret mis- 
sion to Manila for the purpose of col- 
lecting funds. With the captain, ten 
men and their families, Rosario traveled 
at night through the swamps and 
mountains, passed the lines of both 
armies, and entered Manila Monday 


weeks ago. 
Areuses Deep Interest. 

Washington, May 24.—The indication 
clearly set out in the news dispatches 
from Manila of a division of opinion 
among the United States commission- 
ers as to the beSt method of dealing: 
with the insurgents-at this critical 
stage has aroused deep interest here. 
Nothing was receivéd at the state de- 
partment Tuesday from President 
Schurman, of the commission, and in 
Gen. Otis’ dispatches to Secretary Al- 
ger, or at least all of them made public, 
there is no, reference to any dissatis- 
faction on his part with the attitude 
of the civilian members of the commis- 
sion. It is regarded as perhaps a mis- 
fortune that this phase of the situa- 
tion was not reached before Admiral 
Dewey, by leaving Manila for home, lost 
to the commission the benefit of his ex- 
perience and sound judgment. It is 
realized here that much tact is required 
at tbis juncture in order, while avoid- 
ing extreme measures with the Fili- 


pinos, not to fall into the much graver 


error of losing the expensively-bought 
fruits of the victories of the American 
army and navy. The war department 
is inclined to support Gen. Otis, not 
only because of his connection with the 
war, but also on the ground that his 
longer experience with the insurgents 
better fits him to understand the native 
character. However, the president is 
giving the matter his close personal at- 
tention, assisted not only by Secretary 
Hay, who is directly responsible for 
the instructions given to the commis- 
sion, but by all of the members of the 
cabinet, and a proper outcome of thè 
little difference may be expected.

Aecording to the story told by Ro- 
sario, Gen. Luna is absolute dictator 
and Aguinaldo fears him.

The recent meeting of the Filipino 
congress was to secure a new cabinet, 
and the question of peace was not for- 
mally considered, asthe members feared 
Ger. Luna’s displeasure.. The Filipino 
government was unable to secure a sec- 
retary of the treasury. All those who 
were offered the portfolio declined to 
accept it. 

Maj. Bell, with two companies of the 
Fourth cavalry, has been reconnoiter- 
ing in the direction of Santa Arita. He 
found 100 Filipinos there, and was 
driving them away when large reen- 
forcements of rebels arrived and he 
was obliged to withdraw with four 
men wounded.

The day, which opened bright and 
promising, became heavily overcast at 
noon and the guns had scarcely finished 
the national salute before there was a 
dewnpour of rain that plastered the 
bunting decorations flat against the 
house fronts,and the crowds, which had 
just begun to gather on the streets, 
hurriedly sought shelter. 

The Skies Clear. 

The storm, however, was of brief du- 
ration. ‘The sun came out and shone 
brilliantly throughout the afternoon. 
Over 5,000 men werein the parade. The 
route was that followed by the inaugu- 
ration parades, down Pennsylvania av- 
enue, around the treasury and in front 
of the white house grounds, where a 
large reviewing stand, gracefully dec- 
oraied with bunting, had been erected. 
The three squares extending from the 
state, war and navy to the treasury 
building had been transformed into a 
court of honor. On each side classie 
columns were reared, and two broad 
arches spanned by festooned flags and 
bunting marked the entrance and exit 
to the court. The publie benches along 
the avenue at this point were black with 
people and the surrounding parks were 
thronged. 

The president, members of the cab- 
inet and their wives, ambassadors and 
foreign ministers with their attaches, 
Gen. Miles and‘his staff and many prom- 
inent people in public and private life 
occupied the reviewing stand. The en- 
thusiasm was great as the parade 
passed through the court of honor. 
Cheers and applause greeted favorite 
organizations. 

Cheered by the Marchers. 

The president and Secretaries Hay 
and Gage, who stood on a small plat- 
form jutting from the stand, were re- 
peatedly and tumultuously applauded 
as they uneovered each time the Ameri- 
can colgrs trooped by. Gen. Wheeler 
was accorded the largest demonstra- 
tion. In full uniform he rode in a car- 
riage. He was everywhere cheered. As 
he reached the reviewing stand he arose 
and saluted the president. The people 
wentgwild. Another interesting and 
significant incident was the cheering 
of Sousa’s new march, “Hands Across 
the Sea.” One of the bands struck up 
this stirring air as the reviewing stand 
was reached. The applause 
greeted it was started by the diplomats, 
spread through the stand and broke in 
a roar of cheers along the whole length 
of the court of honor. The parade was 
three-quarters of an hour passing the 
reviewing party. 

Great Pyrotechnie Display. 

Probably 75,000 people went to the 
white lot at night to view the magnifi- 
cent display of fireworks, which in- 
cluded a realistic reproduction of the 
battle of Manila, portraits of President 
McKinley, Admiral Dewey and of oth- 
er notable characters of the war. Pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley and most of 
the members of the cabinet, with the 
ladies of the families, occupied vantage 
seats, and were interested spectators 
of the exhibition. 

There were many special electrical 
devices on business houses, while the 
court of honor, stretching along Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in front of the Presi- 
dent’s house, formed an object of much 
interest to thousands of spectators. 
The great centerpieces were handsome- 
ly illuminated and decorated, as was 
also the grand stand, from which the 
president and his cabinet viewed the 
parade in the day.

Immediate results have not been ex- 
pected from the peace conference called 
by 'the Czar of Russia, and now in ses- 
sion at the Hague. The wonder is that 
it has met at all. Ever since the thought 
of a peace conference ‘was expressed 
by the Czar and his ministers, and em- 
phasized by the courts and rulers of 
the civilized nations of the world, the 
threatenings of war anid the clash of 
arms have been going on with even 
more vigor than characterized national 
affairs previous to that event. 

But it is in the moral ‘effect it will 
have upon European and other nations, 
upon the leaders and the peoples of na- 
tions, that we are to expect results.

Denmark’s Child Criminals. 

Denmark is said to be the only coun- 
try in the civilized world where houses 
of correction for children do not ex- 
ist, In some of the provincial towns 
child criminals are put in a peniten- 
tiary at hard labor. In these towns 
the judge has not even the privilege 
of mercy without the consent of the 
attorney general. In Copenhagen, 
however, the magistrate may dis- 
charge a child wit a reprimand, 
should he be so disposed. Criminal 
regords of Denmark show that from 
1893 to 1897 there were 1,319 trials 
against 2/162 chi 'dren. Out of this 
number 2,098 were boys and 64 girls. 
Of these, 1,871 boys and 61 girls were 
discharged with a reprimand, while 
220 boys were sent to the penitentiary, 
and 3 girls and 7 boys were sentenced 
to prisou.—New York Herald.
